Amendment No. 5 will increase the contract authorization by $250,000 to the current contract year and
to the three remaining 12-month extension options. This supply agreement provides Austin Energy with
access to six different types of ready-mix concrete for use on various construction and maintenance
projects that can be mixed on-site to provide specific small quantities of concrete. The use of ready-mix
concrete includes, but is not limited to encasement of electrical conduits, construction of pull boxes and
transformer pads, and concrete repairs. The original contract requirements were under estimated and
must be increased in order for AE to keep pace with the small construction needs.

This additional requirement will provide ready-mix concrete for various substation projects scheduled for
this fall and winter such as Wells Branch, Patton Lane, Seaholm, and Dessau Substations. Also at least 16
current projects and several more projects which are still in the design phase will require ready-mix
